Retired Councilman Has More Time for Citizens

Now thathe's retired, Romulus City 
Councilman Bill Wadsworth has more 
time for the people he cares about most: 
his family and the citizens of Romulus. 
After 35 years with the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department — the last 20 of 
them as asergeant—Wadsworth turned 
in his badge on June 1, 2003. 

"| really loved my job, but | have to 
tell you: I'm enjoying having more time to 
spend on my grandkids and my council 
duties," he told The Romulus News. 

Wadsworth's law-enforcement ca- 
reer started in 1968, when he went to 
work at the "Old County Jail" in down- 
town Detroit.A year later, he joined other 
Sheriff's Department officers in patrol- 
ling the streets of Romulus — a job he 
continued until the City formed its own 
police department in 1981. 

In 1983, as a freshly promoted ser- 
geant, Wadsworth did another brief stint 
at the County Jail before being reas- 
signed to the Department's Airport Divi- 
sion. From 1983 to 1991, his duties 
included supervision of the day shift and 
the airport's explosives. division; from 
1991 until his retirement, he was as- 
signed to the uniform division. 

During the course of his career, 
Wadsworth received a total of seven 
departmental citations, and made good 
use of the Bachelor of Science Degree 
in Police Administration that he earned 
from Madonna College in 1974. 

With more time at his disposal, the 
21-year councilman has thrown himself 
wholeheartedly into one of his longtime 
passions: the construction of a new city 
animal shelter. 

“The current facility is simply not 
adequate for the job," said Wadsworth. 
“Conditions are cramped and unsani- 
tary, and there are norest room facilities 
for workers. Something has to be done." 

Because depleted coffers continue 
to preventthe City from footing the bill for 
anew shelter, Wadsworth has turned to 
the people of Romulus for help. 

"Since my council colleagues and | 
Started our fund-raising drive less than 
a year ago, we've collected nearly 
$40,000 toward anew shelter," he noted. 
"The money has come from business 
people and residents, bingo benefits 
and student penny-drives. So many 
people have given their time and money 
that | could never acknowledge or thank 
them all.|just pray that they will continue

to share my dream, and keep working 
toward a better facility." 

Wadsworth hopes that his fellow 
citizens won't forget their furry friends 
during the holidays. “Searching for the 
perfect Christmas gift? Adopt a pet and 
have it spayed or neutered," he sug- 
gested. "Looking for a way to remember 
the postman and the news carrier? Make 
donations in their names to the New 
Romulus Animal Shelter Fund." 

Wadsworth has also spent a good 
deal of time investigating development 
proposals, including the recently ap- 
proved Metro World Centre as well as 
the casino and racetrack projects cur- 
rently being considered by the City ... 
and Romulus voters. 

"I've done alot of research—enough 
to learn that there are plenty of myths 
mixed in with the facts and figures being 
bandied about," he explained. 

“We've been given a unique and 
attractive opportunity, and | hope that 
the residents will consider taking advan- 
tage of it. As an individual citizen, | 
intend to vote for both proposals on 
December 2, but as a councilman, | will 
be guided by the voters, and let them

dictate the path that our city will take.” 

Other long-term projects on the city 
councilman's agenda include the pur- 
suit of a new recreation center, a new 
senior-citizens center, and improved 
basic services for all residents. 

Wadsworth's personal life is also 
benefiting from his newfound leisure. He 
continues to bowl once a week... he'll be 
taking a Caribbean cruise in December 
...andhe's also spending more time with 
his family: wife Jean; sons Jimmy (and 
his wife Toni), John (and his wife Julie), 
and Bill (and his wife Jamie); and, most 
importantly, his grandchildren: Sarah, 
Andrew, and Elizabeth. 

When asked abouthis plans, Wads- 
worth replied that he's not looking too far 
into the future right now. He isn't sure 
whether he will seek reelection in 2005 
— although he probably will — nor does 
he know if he'll ever go back to work. 

"| suppose that, if | got bored, I'd 
consider taking another job — but I'm 
certainly not there yet," he said. “Right 
now, I'm enjoying my life and my family, 
and I'm looking forward to working even 
harder for the people in the Romulus 
community.”

City "Plug" Questioned 


To the Editor: 

Inthe "Editorials and Opinions" sec- 
tion of the November 18, 2003 issue of 
The Detroit News, Kathleen Trent, Direc- 
tor of Public Relations for the City of 
Romulus, had an article published that 
extolled the virtues of allowing a Native 
American-owned casino in Romulus. It 
was obviously intended to influence the 
vote in the December 2 ballot issue on 
allowing a casino and racetrack in the 
city. | have two problems with Ms. Trent's 
article. 

First, her article appears to be a 





violation of the Michigan Campaign Fi- 
nance Act. The City cannot authorize 
the use of funds or personnel (or a long 
list of other things) to influence the vote 
in the election of candidates to office or 
on ballot issues. There is an exception 
for elected or appointed public officials 
who have policy-making responsibili- 
ties. | don't think Ms. Trent falls into that 
category. The only other exception would 
be for the dissemination of factual infor- 
mation relevant to the function of the 
public body. 

That brings me to my second prob- 
lem with her article. It is replete with 
vague promises of benefits, not to the 
city or its residents, but to Michigan and 
the region. She says, "If approved, the 
proposals will bring an estimated 5,000 
new jobs to Michigan. Many of them are 
good union jobs with an average wage 
of $40,000 a year." There is no factual 
basis presented to support this “esti- 
mate" or identify its source. 

Even if it is a legitimate function of 
city government to create jobs, it surely 
should be only for city residents. Ms. 
Trent ignores the fact that the Chippewa 
Tribe's first loyalty and obligation is to 
members of its tribe who would be ex- 
pected to pick off any good jobs. 

Ms. Trent cites the City of Detroit's 
two-year gaming revenue of $170 mil- 
lion (for three casinos) as the type of 
benefit to a community from casinos. 
What she doesn't disclose is that any 
money for the City from the casino would 
be in lieu of property taxes that a non- 
tax-exempt occupant would pay. Itcould 
be a break-even proposition or the City 
could even lose revenue in the deal. 

The revenue stream from a tribal 
casino would be unpredictable. The State 
compact calls for the casino to provide 
3% of its net revenue from electronic 
gaming devices (basically slot machines). 
The numbers are subject to manipula- 
tion by clever accountants, and what- 
ever net profit is determined has to be 
split three ways among the host county, 
school district, and city. A downturn in 
gaming activity would affect the money 
received from the casino. If the casino 
lost money, the City would get nothing. 

Finally, Ms. Trent says, "A Romulus 
casino will only complementthe existing 
Detroit casinos." That statement is dis- 
ingenuous at best. Studies show that 
another casino would unfavorably im- 
pact not only existing casinos, but also 
the state lottery. 

The contract thatthe Chippewa Tribe 
signed with the City of Detroit has anon- 
competition clause within a radius of 
150 miles. If the tribe operates a casino 
in Romulus, the case will almost cer- 
tainly be litigated and the property could 
be tied up for years with no revenue to 
our city, county, or schools,

Dear Citizens of Romulus: 
The spotlight of development shines 
upon you and your city. The investment 


-in road and airport improvements made 


over the last several years by the State, 
County, and City has attracted a poten- 
tial $400-miltion development which will 
turn Romulus into a destination point 
that will be Known nationally and inter- 
nationally.

The company would like to add a major 
shopping center and office complex to 
the site once Romulus has been put on 
the national destination map. The jobs 
and taxes that would come with the 
second phase would increase the ben- 
efit to Romulus to approximately $1,000 
per household and 4,500 jobs. 

We have analyzed many develop- 
ments over the years that were well- 
intentioned "when the market develops” 
projects. Magna Entertainmentowns the 
land and is prepared to build and oper- 
ate Michigan Downs for the opportunity 
that exists now in Michigan. Magna has 
already invested almost $30 million to 
acquire the land and design the project, 
and they are not asking for any tax 
breaks. Construction can begin within 
three to four months after the City Coun- 
cil grants approval, but that will only 
happen with a"YES" vote on Proposal 2.
